nurseries located east of the Mississippi River, or in the coast country. Pecan 
trees gown in that section have developed very sorry root systems, because it 
is the nature of a pecan tree to have just a long tap root with no laterals. They 
are very tender, fast growing trees, on account of having a long growing season 
and plenty of moisture; but when these trees are shipped west of the Mississippi 
River, where they have long, dry, hot summers and hard freezes in the winter, 
most of them will die, and those that do not die will make runty trees. Why not 
buy trees that are acclimated to your section? 

7th. Pecan trees grown in East Texas are not sappy, tender trees, but have 
been toughened by the many changes of weather that we have here such as long, 
dry, hot summers and the freezing winters that we often have. You know Texas 
is noted for its CHANGEABLE WEATHER, so you can see that these conditions 
make our trees tougher and hardier and easier to live and grow off into thrifty 
trees, than trees grown under more favorable weather conditions all the way 
through.

We have a number of good customers that sell nursery stock, 
but they will not sell the common poorly rooted pecan trees that 
most other nurseries furnish them, because they know they will 
not give satisfaction. They buy our trees at regular prices and 
sell to their customers, knowing that they are selling them the 
best trees that are grown. 

Why So Many Pecan Trees Die When Reset 

1st. 90 per cent of the pecan trees grown have not a suf- 
ficient root system to nourish them through the shock of 
being transplanted and back to their normal growing condition. 
With this kind of roots they often die, and many of them that 
do not die develop into runts that never amount to anything. 

2nd. Most general nurseries buy their pecan trees from 
wholesale pecan nurseries, and as they can be grown cheaper in the 
Southern Coast Country, most of the trees are grown there. The 
coast condition, rich soil, plenty of moisture, and mild climate, 
produces very sappy, tender trees. You might compare them 
to hot house plants. These trees are shipped all over the 
pecan belt, but under no condition can they be expected to give 
satisfaction, especially out of the Coast Section. 

3rd. It is often the case that these pecan trees are dug 
and shipped to your local nurseryman by October 15th, being 
on the road a few days with practically no packing around them 
more than burlap and a little moss, frequently arriving as dry 
as they can be. Often they will be poorly healed out and will 
likely be held to be shipped out with other nursery stock, as sold 
by agents. It will be in many cases 60 to 90 days before all 
orders are delivered and very frequently they remain in railroad 
depots two weeks before delivery, on account of bad weather and 
other hindrances. A pecan tree under no condition should be 
out of the ground more than five or six days. The shorter the 
time the better. .... 

4th. Quite often Pecan Trees are received in good con- 
dition, but will be allowed to lie around in the bundle for two 
or three days in the sun and wind before they are set out. Then 
in a good many instances they are set out carelessly, and no care 
given them after being put out- Under these conditions of course 
many will die and the owner will say the trees were no good, 
and lay all the blame on the nurseryman. You should give your 
trees reasonable care for the first five years and they will then 
take care of themselves, and in a short while be taking care of 
their owner. With each order we send complete instructions as 
to setting out and caring for them.

A Comparison of Our Pecan Trees With Other Nurseries’ Trees 

Notice picture of ROOT SYSTEM CAREFULLY above. 

The trees on the left are grown by our nursery. We plant a 
seed nut that produces the best rooted pecan tree known. Our 
soil here' is especially adapted to producing this fine rooted tree 
and a tree with good roots like ours can reach out in all direc- 
tions and draw moisture and plant food with every one of 
these roots. Can a tree do this that hasn’t got these roots? 

A well rooted tree will not only live better and grow better, 
but this root system will cause it to bear earlier, and produce 
more nuts. A well rooted pecan tree should be twice as large 
in five years’ time as a poorly rooted tree like those grown by 
90 per cent of the Nurseries.

Can you think of anything safer and better? 

Mrs. T D. Ramsey of Albany, Georgia, has an 80-acre pecan grove, which she has been offered $80,000 for at 12 years old. 
b ut she l efused to sell it and gave for her reason, that there was nothing she could invest it in that would bring her such 
an income and at the same time be so safe for her children as the pecan grove. (A wise decision.) 

There are a great many capitalists that figure that if they buy a piece of property that pays $100 rent, that property 
.is worth $1000, which would be ten per cent. You can value an acre of pecans at $1000, and when it is from 12 to 15 years old 
it will pay from 25 to 30 per cent on that valuation. 

Mr. I. P. Delmas, Pascagoula, Miss., has an 18-acre grove which contains 325 trees of four varieties, and when this 
grove w-as only nine years old, he gathered 9750 pounds of pecans from it. He sold these nuts at 75c, 60c and 40c per 
pound, bay he averaged 50c per pound, the crop for the year paid him $4,875, or $270 per acre and $15 per tree This 18- 
acre grove would pay 10 per cent on $48,750.00 and each acre would pay 10 per cent on $2,700 and each tree would pay 10 per 
cent on $150. As stated before this grove was only nine year s old- You might say just beginning to bear. At 12 and 15 years 
their yield will be much greater than the above crop, and will continue to increase to yield every year as long as they live 
and there are lots of pecan trees that are known to be over a hundred years old and are still bearing heavy crops. Think 
and see if you can recall seeing many large pecan trees dead. Now the above grove has had good attention but no better 
than we can give if we will. Let’s make a conservative estimate and cut the above figures one-half and figure on 20 
trees . per acre at $7.50 per tree; one acre would bring $150 which would be 10 per cent on $1,500. Remember we are 
figuring on young trees, but wouldn’t they be worth $1,000 an acre if they never increased any more?

Mr John A. Lott, of Waycross.. Georgia, has a four-acre seedling grove which produced 5,000 pounds of pecans in one 
year which w-ere sold at $1,275, which was $318.75 per acre, or would have been 10 per cent on $3,187.50. 

Mr. E. C. Butterfield, Mgr. of the 
Big Combination Orchard Co., Wi- 
nona, Texas, has the largest paper 
shell grove in the state, which con- 
tains 1,000 acres, and is often spoken 
of as the Million Dollar Pecan Grove- 
He is making big money for his stock- 
holders and the trees are now only 
about 10 to 12 years old. They first 
planted peach trees, later setting the 
pecan trees between, but now are cut- 
ting the peach trees out, which have 
held the pecan trees back quite a 
bit. 

Land planted to pecan trees can 
be cultivated to the same crops that 
you have been growing, without in- 
jury to either the trees or crops. 

Col. C. A. Duzee, former president 
of the National Nut Growers’ Asso- 
ciation said : “My own best trees are 
eight years old now and they have 
returned me more money than the cost 
of the trees, land, cultivation, fertiliz- 
ing and interest on the investment.” 
He says he values his grove at ten 
times what it cost. 




SOME NEWSPAPER CLIPPINGS 

580 Pounds From a Pecan Tree 

Luling, Texas, Oct 1 — One of the first pecan trees threshed 
in this section has made a record-breaking crop this year, yield- 
ing 580 pounds of fine nuts. The tree is on the place of T. T. 
Brown. The pecans brought 11c per pound, making a total 
of $64.02 revenue from one tree. What if these nuts had sold 
for 50c per pound? 

Cuero, Tex., Oct 11. — W. H. Lewis, who owns a pecan bot- 
tom in this section, reports two extra fine trees this year. 
The nuts from these trees are exceptionally large and fine and 
easily worth 25c per pound, wholesale. A total of 600 pounds 
of nuts was taken from the two trees. It is estimated that 
after the thrashing there were perhaps 150 pounds of nuts 
left on the trees. 

300,000 Pounds Pecan Sale 

Lampasas, Tex., Aug. 6. — The Bend, Pecan Growers Associa- 
tion at Bend, Texas, sold this year’s pecan crop, amounting to 
300,000 pounds for October, November and December delivery, 
to a Tyler firm for 15%c per pound. This sale was attended 
by half a dozen of the large buyers in Texas and the price is 
considered exceptionally good. 

The sale made by the Bend Pecan Growers, Bend, Texas, 
above referred to, were native wild nuts and the paper 
shell varieties will bear equally as well when caredj for, and 
Paper Shell Pecans were quoted on the New York market on 
the same day of the report from Lampasas of the Bend sale, 
as follows: Queen Brand, 70c per pound, Apex 45c and Juniors 
30c. 

At Weimer, Texas 

Weimar, Tex., Oct. 14.— Quite a number of residents here 
have grafted pecan trees in their horrie grounds. Among 
these are C. H. Potthast, F. J. Nitschmann, Dr. Cook. H. Brash- 
er, J- T. Green and Frank Wanja, They realize that in the 
course of a few years they will have an abundance of the finest 
nuts, all home grown, and it is doubtful if any of them would 
take $100 for one of his trees, although the original cost was 
only about $1.00 or $2.00.

for all states west of the Mississippi River, than trees grown 
east of the Mississippi; because they are much better acclimated 
and accustomed to the m,any weather changes that exist in these 
states, such as dry weather, wet weather, hot weather and freez- 
ing weather.

TIME TO SET OUT PECAN TREES 

The time to begin setting out pecan trees is about Nov. 
1st as we have most always had good rains and enough cool 
weather to cause sap to go down and trees to shed their leaves. 
Trees can be set from Nov. 1st until March 15th. It is prefer- 
able to set trees as early as possible so the winter rains will 
cause the soil to settle more thoroughly around the roots; how- 
ever, you can get good results in January and February, and 
some recommend planting as late as March 15th.
